CRUISE  IN  COOL  LATI- 
TUDES," as  the  trip  by  the 
Quebec  Steamship  Company's 
St.  Lawrence  service  has  been 
called,  aptly  describes  the  de- 
lightful experience  it  affords  to 
summer  tourists.  The  voyage 
extends  over  a  thousand  miles 
through  the  placid  waters  of  the 
Lower  St.  Lawrence  and  Gulf,  be- 
tween Nova  Scotia  and  Quebec 
and  Montreal,  with  frequent  stops 
at  the  finest  and  most  attractive 
summer  resorts  of  Canada,  and 
through  a  region  whose 
charms  are  but  little  known 
to  American  tourists.  While 
the  monotony  and  other  dis- 
comforts of  the  ocean  are 
absent,  all  its  pleasures  and 
advantages  are  enjoyed  — 
the  health-giving  sea  air,  the 
luxury  and  comforts  of  travel 
on  a  large  and  well-equipped  steamship,  and  the  restful 
routine  and  pleasant  social  features  of  life  on  shipboard. 
In   the   regions   traversed,   cool,    bright    weather   prevails 
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on  the  Gulf  and  River

in  summer,  the  course  at  one  point  going  as  far  north  as 
49°  20'.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  hours,  during 
which  no  land  is  visible,  the  traveler  luxuriates  in  mag- 
nificent coastal  and  river  scenery,  all  steeped  in  historic 
and  romantic  associations. 

The  Quebec  Steamship  Company,  Limited,  maintains 
two  services  on  the  St.  Lawrence,  one  between  Montreal 
and  Pictou,  N.  S.  (for  Halifax),  and  the  other  between 
New  York  and  Quebec,  via  Long  Island  Sound,  Halifax, 
N.  S.,  the  Strait  of  Canso,  Charlottetown,  P.  E.  I.,  the 
Gulf  and  Lower  St.  Lawrence.  The  first  is  operated  by 
the  well-known,  commodious  iron  screw  steamship  "Casca- 
pedia";  the  second,  by  the  fast  mail  steamship  "Trinidad." 
The  terminus  of  the  first  service  is  Pictou,  N.  S.,  but  the 
tourist  usually  begins  the  journey  at  Halifax,  the  pic- 
turesque capital  of  Nova  Scotia,  known  as  "The  Garrison 
City  by  the  Sea."  The  red-coated  soldiers  and  "Blue- 
Jackets,"  the  frowning  Citadel,  and  the  many  men-of-war 
often  stationed  at  this,  Great  Britain's  greatest  stronghold 
on  the  continent,  lend  interest  to  a  stay  here.  The  short 
rail  ride  to  Pictou  is  through  typical  Nova-Scotian  scen- 
ery, woods,  lakes  and  streams.  Here  the  steamship  "Casca- 
pedia"  is  boarded,  and  Northumberland  Strait,  between 
the  brick-colored  shores  of  Prince  Edward  Island  and 
Nova  Scotia,  is  crossed.  Calls  are  made  at  Charlottetown 
and  Summerside,  P.  E.  I.,  both  favorite  resorts,  and  the 
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next  day  the  steamer  traverses  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence, 
past  the  shores  of  New  Brunswick,  its  capes  and  light- 
houses in  view  much  of  the  time.  Crossing  the  mouth  of 
the  Baie  de  Chaleur,  with  its  reminiscences  of  Jacques 
Cartier's  visit  in  1534,  the  wonderful  Gaspe  coast  is  ap- 
proached, marked  for  miles  by  wild  and  sublime  scenery — 
lofty  cliffs  alternating  with  beautiful  bays,  and  high  above 
all  the  serrated  peaks  of  the  Perce  Mountains.  Calls  are 
made  at  quaint,  Old-World  little  French  fishing  hamlets, 
while  hundreds  of  fishing  boats  are  seen  in  these  waters. 
For  many  of  these  villages  the  "Cascapedia"  is  practically 
the  only  means  of  communication  with  the  outer  world. 
Passengers  and  produce  are  brought  out  to  the  steamer 
in  small  boats,  a  proceeding  that  often  gives  rise  to  inter- 
esting incidents.  And  here  is  the  most  striking  and  im- 
pressive sight  of  the  whole  voyage,  the  famous  Perce 
Rock.  This  huge  mass  of  red  sandstone,  1,500  feet  long 
and  towering  290  feet  above  the  waves,  pierced  by  the 
curious  aperture  from  which  its  name  is  derived,  presents 
a  majestic  and  beautiful  spectacle.  About  it  cluster  many 
fascinating  legends,  and  myriads  of  sea  birds  make  their 
home  on  its  inaccessible  crags.  Then  Gaspe  is  reached, 
an   attractive  little  watering-place  on  the  beautiful  land-

locked  harbor  of  Gaspe  Basin,  with  memories  of 
Cartier  and  the  Sixteenth  Century.  The  steamer 
then  proceeds  up  150  miles  of  the  Gaspe  coast 
of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  thus  enabling  the 
voyager  to  enjoy  a  marvelous  panorama  all  day — 
rugged  mountains  and  wooded  hills,  ravines  run- 
ning far  inland,  bold  cliffs  and  headlands. 
Whales  and  schools  of  porpoises  are  frequently 
seen,  and  great  flocks  of  sea  fowl  of  many  kinds.

From 

time    to    time    great 

ocean 

liners 

are    met, 

as  this  is  one  of  the  world's  great  highways  of 
commerce.      Soon    the    opposite    shore    of    the 
mighty  river  bounds  the  northern  horizon,  and 
its    hills    and    capes,    fertile    farms,    and    white- 
housed  villages  are  passed,  until  the  blue  range 
of  the  Laurentian  Mountains  shows  that  quaint 
old  Quebec,   the  "Walled  City  of  the  North," 
is  near.       From   Quebec,   with   its   Old-World 
streets    and     buildings,     and    its    many    scenes 
of     historic     interest,     the    steamer     continues 
to  Montreal,  the  French-Canadian  Metropolis, 
where  the  voyage  ends,    1,089  miles  from  Pic- 
tou.     The  trip  down  the  river,  from  Mon- 
treal   to    Pictou,    is   equally   attractive. 
is  made  in  the  same  time — four  and  a 
half     days — and     with     the     same 
stops. 

At    each    end    of    the    route 
connections   can   be   made   with 
important    lines    of    travel,    at 
Halifax  for  New  York,  Boston, 
etc.,    at    Montreal   and   Quebec 
for  all   the  chief  cities  and   re- 
sorts of  the  United  States.    The 
novelty  and  many  attractions  of 
the  route,  the  excellence  of 
the  accommodation  and  cui- 
sine  on    the    "Cascapedia," 
and  the  convenient  connec- 
tions   at    either    end,    make 
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this  an  ideal  summer  trip.  The  short  voyage  by  the 
steamship  "Trinidad"  from  New  York  to  Quebec  is  an 
equally  pleasant  experience,  and  one  that  offers  a  charm- 
ing and  beneficial  summer  trip.  The  steamship  sails 
round  the  lower  part  of  New  York  City,  and  through 
picturesque  Long  Island  Sound  by  daylight,  then  through 
Vineyard  Sound  and  across  the  Gulf  of  Maine.  Here 
one  of  the  busiest  of  the  Atlantic  steamship  routes^  is 
crossed,  and  big  ocean  liners,  coasting  vessels,  fishing 
boats,  schools  of  porpoises  and  whales  add  variety  and 
interest  to  the  voyage.  Halifax  is  reached  early  on  the 
second  morning,  and  the  "Trinidad"  sails  again  the  same 
evening,  allowing  passengers  to  spend  the  day  on  shore. 
The  ship  then  proceeds  through  the  Strait  of  Canso  and 
Northumberland  Strait,  and  the  route  thence  to  Quebec 
is  the  same  as  already  outlined  for  the  steamship  "Casca- 
pedia,"  omitting  some  of  the  calls,  and  with  the  addition 
of  a  daylight  sail  on  the  majestic  Saguenay  as  far  as  Capes 
Trinity  and  Eternity. 

POINTS  of  INTEREST  ALONG 
THE  ROUTE 

Halifax  N.  S.   The  "Garrison  City  by the  Sea.>"  is 

'  the  headquarters  of  British  military 
and  naval  power  in  North  America,  and  as  such  presents 
many  points  of  interest  to  the  visitor.  It  is  the  center  of 
an  immense  system  of  fortifications,  and  is  strongly  gar- 
risoned by  troops.  It  is  a  city  of  uniforms,  and  the  sound 
of  bugle  and  drum  and  martial  music  is  heard  at  almost 
all  hours.  The  citadel,  on  an  eminence  255 
feet  above  the  sea,  dominates  the  town,  and  is 
a  fortress  of  the  first  class,  and  one  of  the 
principal  sights,  with  its  glacis,  its  deep  moat, 
heavily  armed  bastions,  and  massive  masonry. 
From  the  walk  outside  its  ramparts  a  magnifi- 
cent view  of  the  city,  its  fine  harbor  and  sur- 
roundings is  obtained.  The  great  harbor  is  a 
busy  center  of  shipping,  and  the  summer 
rendezvous  of  the  British  North  Atlantic  fleet. 
Yachting  is  a  sport  largely  followed,  and  the 
many  white-sailed  yachts  add  much  to  the 
picturesqueness  of  the  harbor  during  the  sea- 
son. In  the  public  gardens  and  the  Park, 
Halifax  possesses  two  exceptionally  fine  and 
beautiful  places  of  public  recreation,  which, 
with  the  military  bands  that  often  perform, 
and  the  bright  uniforms  among  the  fre- 
quenters, are  decided  attractions  to  the  visitor. 

Pictou  N^  S        ^^  terminus  °f  the  route 

of  the  steamship   "Casca- 

pedia"  service,    is  some   147  miles  distant  from 

Halifax,  and  a  picturesque  little  town,  prettily 


situated  on  an  excellent  harbor.  It  is  a  busy  place,  with 
large  shipping  interests,  and  several  manufactories.  As 
the  steamship  leaves  the  dock,  and  traverses  the  harbor, 
the  town  presents  an  attractive  sight. 

Charlotte  town  Is  the  capital  #of  Prince  Ed- 

ward  Island ;  is  an  attractive 
town,  and  the  center  of  a  country  eminently  adapted  for 
summer  visitors.  The  town  itself  is  pleasantly  located 
on  a  fine  harbor,  which  affords  lovely  views  as  the  steamer 
approaches  from  Pictou,  the  bright  red  beaches  and 
bluffs  contrasting  strongly  with  the  green  foliage.  There 
are  several  fine  buildings  and  shops  round  Queen  Square, 
the  center  of  the  town.

with  several  lighthouses. 

Gr-^nA  R  i«rpr  Is  one  °f  the  quaint  and  interesting 
r  rench  villages,  of  which  several 
are  found  along  the  route  of  the  Quebec  Steamship  Com- 
pany. It  is  a  hamlet  of  white  cottages,  foliage,  and  fertile 
gardens,  and  the  principal  industry,  that  of  curing  and 
packing  fish,  is  evident  in  the  acres  of  fish  laid  out  in  the 
sun  to  dry.  At  these  little  out-of-the-world  fishing  ham- 
lets and  lumber  stations  one  gets  glimpses  of  the  primitive 
life  of  the  region,  in  the  quaint  ox-carts  and  other  convey- 
ances and  implements.

Is  famous  on  account  of  the  great  Rock  that 
gives  it  its  name,  and  is  perhaps  the  most 
interesting  object  of  the  Gulf  Trip.  The  Perce  Rock 
lies  on  the  water,  some  300  feet  off  shore,  like  a 
great  stranded  ship.  Seen  against  the  glowing  evening 
sky,  its  stern,  broken  outline  surrounded  by  clouds  of 
sea  birds  of  all  kinds,  the  Perce  Rock  is  an  awe- 
inspiring  and  fascinating  sight  that  the  beholder  will  not 
soon  forget. 


The  "Walled  City  of  the 
North,"  and  the  third  city  of 
the  Dominion,  is  one  of  the  quaintest  and 
most  picturesque  cities  on  the  continent. 
"Unexampled  for  picturesqueness  and  mag- 
nificence of  position  on  the  American  conti- 
nent, and  for  the  romance  of  her  historic 
associations,  Quebec  sits  on  her  impregnable 
heights  a  queen  among  the  cities  of  the 
New  World.  The  city  as  seen  from  a  distance 
rises  stately  and  solemn,  like  a  grand  pile 
of  monumental  buildings.  Clustering  houses, 
tall,  irregular,  with  high-pitched  roofs,  crowd 
the  long  line  of  shore  and  climb  the  rocky 
heights.  Above  all  rise  the  long  dark  lines 
of  one  of  the  world's  famous  citadels,  the 
Gibraltar  of  America."  Quebec  is  fortu- 
nate in  having  many  of  its  historic  buildings  and  sites  well 
preserved,  and  the  quaint  Old-World  French  city,  with 
its  narrow  streets  and  antiquated  houses,  its  citadel,  gar- 
risoned by  red-coated  soldiers,  combine  to  invest  a  visit 
with  more  real  interest  than  attaches  to  most  historic  cities 
in  the  New  World.  Among  its  historic  sights  may  be  men- 
tioned the  Plains  of  Abraham,  where  General  Wolfe 
fell,  and  the  spot  where  the  American  General  Mont- 
gomery was  killed.     Places  of  interest  in  the  vicinity  are 


Gaspe  *s  #notaDle  for  its  historical  associations,  its 
delightful  location  on  picturesque  Gaspe 
Basin,  and  for  its  excellent  angling  and  boating.  Jacques 
Cartier  landed  here  in  1534;  in  1627  a  French  fleet  was 
destroyed  by  Sir  David  Kirke,  while  in  1760  Gaspe  was 
the  scene  of  another  conflict,  when  Commodore  Byron 
captured  the  place. 

The  Saguenay  *sa  tributary  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence, and  is  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  rivers  in  America,  while  for  grandeur  and 
majesty  of  scenery  it  is  unsurpassed  in  the  world.  For 
miles  its  shores  are  formed  of  huge  granite  cliffs,  rising 
like  walls  from  the  surface  of  the  water  to  great  heights, 
in  several  places  over  a  thousand  feet,  while  the  river  is 
equally  deep.  The  culminating  point  is  reached  where 
Capes  Trinity  and  Eternity  tower  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  one  thousand  seven  hundred  feet,  respectively, 
above  the  river,  one  on  each  side  of  the  stream,  here 
narrow  and  extraordinarily  deep.  The  utter  stillness, 
the  huge,  somber  rocks  rising  from  the  black,  unruffled 
stream,  the  absence  of  any  sign  of  life,  as  bay  and  precipice 
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Chateau  Frontenac,  Quebec, 
from  Laval  University.
